Applicant(s) claimed invention is directed to an apparatus for producing 
polycarbonates wherein the crux of the invention lies in the discovery that the particular 
apparatus with the particular liquid viscosity parameters as claimed is design to reduce 
the investment and operation costs while avoiding the problems commonly associated 
therewith such as lack of quality, coloration, as well as cost. Such has neither been 
anticipated by nor made obvious from the prior art. The art of record demonstrates 
another two-step process apparatus to produce a polycarbonate in the art which does 
not, however, contain the advantages as mentioned and neither avoid the problems 
commonly associated therewith.
